Yet the city supports five Greek daily 
newspapers, three morning and two 
afternoon journals. 
Besides these, probably 
the 
most 
widely read of all is the unique daily, 
the Forward, which is printed in He­ 
brew characters for the benefit of the 
overwhelming Jewish 
population 
ol 
the 
place—but 
Hebrew 
characters 
spelling out Spanish, 
not 
Hebrew, 
words! 
The newspapers of all Greece play 
a very important if not a dominant 
part in the politics so much the lead­ 
ing occupation of the Greeks. 
There 
is no such thing in Greece as a po 
litically independent 
newspaper, 
in 
the same sense that a newspaper may 
be 
politically 
independent 
in 
the 
United 
States 
or in France. 
Every 
Greek daily is either for or against 
Venizelos - that 
being 
the 
cardinal 
political test. 
This is true, of course, 
of those in Saloniki as well. 
The Light, a 
morning, 
and The 
New Truth, an evening 
journal, are 
the Greek 
and 
anti-Venizelist or­ 
gans, though the former, in addition

But in respect to the news­ 
papers published in French, there is 
more partisanship on the subject of 
the European war, L ’Opinion in the 
morning and 
Lindependent 
in the 
evening are the wrord bearers of the 
entente powers and especially of the 
French, though both are edited 
by 
natives of Saloniki.

other 
hand, the Courier 
of 
Saloniki, and 
the Newr Country, 
both 
in French, 
are accepted 
as 
almost official pro- 
German organs. The former is a so­ 
cialist paper, closely 
affiliated with 
the German socialist party, and the 
latter is virtully the mouthpiece of 
the American consulate 
at Saloniki.

TO P U R IF Y PO LITIC S. 


Senator Kern, of Indiana, has in­ 
troduced a bill in congress which is 
calculated to do something substan­ 
tial toward the purification 
of poli­ 
tics. The Kern measure aims to pre­ 
vent corrupt practices. 
It provides 
for two pre-election statements, with 
a final statem ent not more than thir­ 
ty days after the election. The name 
and address of 
each 
person, 
firm, 
association or 
committee contribut­ 
ing $100 or more—in money or tho 
equivalent—must 
be 
given. 
State­ 
m ents in the aggregate must he made 
of advances, gifts or loans from citi­ 
zens or officers 
of 
the committees. 
An equally important requirement is 
the provision 
that 
the 
statem ents 
shall show' the name and address of 
each person, firm, association or com­ 
m ittee to whom such 
political com­ 
mittee, or any 
officer, 
member 
or 
agent thereof, 
has 
distributed, dis­ 
bursed, contributed, 
loaned, advanc­ 
ed, given or 
promised 
to 
persons, 
firms, associations or committees in 
each 
state 
separate 
from 
other 
states. 
Furthermore, the 
candidates must 
make 
personal 
statements, 
under 
oath, of all 
receipts 
and disburse­ 
ments. 
A candidate for the house of rep­ 
resentatives may not 
spend 
to ex­ 
ceed $2,500; a candidate for senator 
may spend $5,000. Campaign assess­ 
ments and 
necessary 
personal 
ex­ 
penses ,while not included 
in these 
amounts, may not exceed $5,000 ad­ 
ditional. The penalty clause is clear. 
“Every person who shall violate any 
of the provisions 
of 
this act shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not more 
than $1,000 or imprisoned not more 
than one year, or both. 
No candi­ 
date found by the house in wThich he 
claims membership to be a party to 
a violation of this act shall receive or 
retain the office for which he was a 
candidate.”

W ilson is preparing for a vigorous 
counter attack upon those of his own 
party who are trying to head off his 
national defense program.
